It was the year Gene Tunney retained his world heavyweight 
crown beating Jack Demp sey in the famous battle of the Long 
Count before a $2,6 5 8,6 6 0 gate in Chicago's Soldier Field and got 
himself a p urse of $ 990,000 for turning the trick.
